I N reply to the 
letter written by 
a Michael 
Hartwell in The 
GEM on July 14,1 
didn’t hear, or see, 
an air of jubilation 
when the decision 
went in favour of

The VoG is the only 
local authority in the UK 
that has approved build¬ 
ing on a headland 
(Butlins) in the last 50 
years - headlands are 
normally kept as amenity 
priorities. 

During the last 25 
years, the VoG has creat¬ 
ed a series of high densi¬ 
ty estates on former 
green lungs of Barry, 
with total disregard for 
the outdoor aspirations 
of its citizens - Rhoose 
Point being a good 


ty of food. I regard that 
as an insult to the shop 
owners who have served 
the community for many 
years. 

I wonder if most of 
your friends realise that 
they would have to walk 
approximately 100, 200, 
300, 400 yards carrying 
bags of their goods to 
where their cars are? 

They haven’t the lux¬ 
ury of parking facilities 
as Tesco, Waitrose and 
Morrisons have, there 
will be no trolleys. 

The people who 
signed the petition did so 
for the following rea¬ 
sons: (1) The proposed 
location for the store is 
directly opposite a pri¬ 
mary school. (2) Traffic 
approaches the location 
from five different direc¬ 
tions. (3) Only 16 park¬ 
ing spaces have been 
allocated. 

The residents have, 
for years, put up with 
parking problems and 
I’m sure that Sainsbury’s 
would, or will not be 
any help, but only add to 
their day-to-day prob¬ 
lems. 

As for the remarks 
regarding councillors 
counting 3,000 votes in 
their favour, it was all¬ 
party support.

example. The VoG has 
effectively changed the 
picturesque seaside 
resort of Barry, which 
had many attractions, 
into a series of housing 
estates by the sea. 

If a large corporation 
ran its affairs in such a 
fashion it would have 
fired its board of direc¬ 
tors on demand by its 
shareholders. 

Contrastingly, the 
VoG has awarded its 
Chief Executive a salary 
in excess of £160k p/a, 
with the head of each 
department receiving 
salaries above £100k p/a, 
and awarded its council¬ 
lors salaries. 

During this period, its 
citizens have seen their 
council tax quadrupled. 

The final analysis 
indicates that the public 
has had to pay for 
increases in salaries and 
gold-plated pensions for 
those responsible, and 
also had to fund the 
wages of those who have 
been hired, while given 
non-jobs for the unnec¬ 
essary expansion of their 
departments. 

These excesses, paid 
for by the rate-payers,

are now a source of pub¬ 
lic discontent. 

As anyone can 
observe, beleaguered 
taxpayers in the private

S O the ‘rump’ 
academy will 
go to RAF 
Lyneham in 
England, something 
I had predicted at 
Alun Cairns’ public 
meeting before 
Christmas. 

Mr Cairns was 
adamant that centralisa¬ 
tion of such activities in 
England was not part of 
the MoD agenda. 

However, we should 
not shed too many croc¬ 
odile tears about this, but 
instead think of ways 
that the site could be put 
to much more creative 
use, rather than accept¬ 
ing a few military 
crumbs from the table. 

Military expenditure 
is analogous to covering 
the runway with £20 
notes and setting them 
alight. It is of no materi¬ 
al benefit to society. 

St Athan is an ideal 
site for developing green 


technology. It is exposed 
to strong winds so is a 
fine location for an 
onshore windfarm. 

It is only a stone’s 
throw from the Severn 
Estuary, where there is 
enormous scope for the 
development of a variety 
of tidal projects. 

Finally, it is very 
close to one of the 
largest solid fuel-based 
power stations at 
Aberthaw, which could 
provide an ideal test bed 
for carbon recovery and 
storage technology. 

Most of the land now 
belongs to the Welsh 
Government and it 
would be far more cost- 
effective to develop such 
a centre for new tech¬ 
nologies, rather than 
wait for more false 
promises from the MoD 
along the lines of the 
Red Dragon and the 
Metrix Defence training 
academy projects.

Council to donate new 
bench for garden project

THE council is to 
donate a new bench 
to be included in the 
project to refurbish 
Old Hall Gardens. 

The matter was dis¬ 
cussed at a recent meet¬ 
ing of the finance and 
general purposes com¬ 
mittee, and this decision 
was confirmed last week 
by the full council meet¬ 
ing. 

The committee chair¬ 
man, Coun Jon Harris, 
reminded councillors that 
the town council had 
donated the information 
lectern that was in use in 
the Physic Garden, and 
that there was general 
agreement that a similar 
gesture was appropriate.

recently been debat¬ 
ing what to do about 
‘stage flats’ which 
used to be stored in 
the town hall. 

The flats are 12-inch- 
es-high rectangles, about 
eight foot by four,, and 
are designed to be used in 
amateur dramatics, con¬ 
certs and other suitable 
events. 

During a recent refur¬ 
bishment, they were 
stored in the new school 
building at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
which no longer has 
room for them. 

The chairman of the 
town hall committee, 
Coun Dave Morris, had 
previously told council¬ 
lors that the committee’s 
preferred option was to 
let Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School 
have them, on the under¬ 
standing that any group 
hiring the town hall and 
wishing to use them 
could go and collect 
them. 

That option was 
opposed by Coun Nicola 
Thomas, who continued 
to oppose the idea at last 
week’s meeting. 

In fact, she asked that 
any vote on the subject 
should be recorded. 

She said that she had 
recently visited the Barry 
Memorial Hall for a con¬ 
cert and similar stage 
flats had been used there. 

She continued: “I 
attended the town walls 
celebration in the town 
hall, and the ladies choir, 
Belladonna, were ham¬ 
pered by all having to 
stand on the same level. 

“Using the stage flats 
would have enabled the 
back row to be visible.” 

She added that the 
flats could be set out to 
create a catwalk for fash¬ 
ion events, and insisted 
that the storage problem 
could be solved by hang¬ 
ing the flats on hooks in 
the wall, and then paint¬ 
ing them to blend in with 


the town hall colour 
scheme. 

She said: “I have cost¬ 
ed the replacement value 
of these flats at £4,000, 
and we are depleting the 
facilities of the hall by 
removing them. 

“It doesn’t make sense 
to me, and it is detrimen¬ 
tal to promoting usage of 
the town hall.” 

However, her view 
was opposed by Coun 
Sue Cox, who said: “I 
can’t remember anyone 
using them, and the soon¬ 
er they are gone the bet¬ 
ter.” 

Coun Dave Morris 
said: “I am amazed at 
Coun Thomas’ com¬ 
ments. The simple fact is 
that no one wants them.” 

When it came to a 
vote, the proposal to let 
them be stored in 
Llantwit Major school 
was carried with one vote 
against - that of Coun 
Thomas.

He died on January 12, 
2007 leaving his wife 
Enid and two sons, 
Nathan and Gwilym.

He had been 
secretary and chairman 
of the Bonvilston 
Carnival and Gymkhana 
Society, a member and 
chairman of the 
Community Council of 
Bonvilston with St 
Nicholas and social sec¬ 
retary of The Glamorgan 
Farmers’ Club.

Cowbridge is repre¬ 
sented on the Vale 
Council by Couns Geoff 
Cox, Val Ellis and 
Hunter Jarvie. Of the 
three, only Coun Geoff 
Cox also sits on the town 
council, and he was en 
route to the meeting 
when the discussion 
began. 

Coun Nicola Thomas 
agreed with Coun Harris 
that the Vale Council did 
not keep the town coun¬ 
cil informed, but she 
made no criticism of the 
Vale councillors. 

Coun Marian Arnold, 
however, had plenty to 
say on the subject. She 
said she was shocked 
that the council had not 
been told, and added that 
the three Vale councillors 
“should be ashamed that 
they went along with it”. 

Coun Sue Cox came 
to the defence of her hus¬ 
band, saying that the cab¬ 
inet structure of the Vale 
Council meant that such 
news would always 
appear first in the agenda 
for a cabinet meeting. 

She said: “After that, 
the Vale Council will 
consult the town council 
on planning matters, and 


the plan can be called in 
to a scrutiny meeting for 
further examination. 

“The plans for the cat¬ 
tle market site would 
have appeared on the 
cabinet agenda, and I 
imagine that is where 
The GEM got its infor¬ 
mation from.” 

It was at this point, 
with the discussion at its 
most heated, that an 
unsuspecting Coun 
Geoff Cox walked in. 

Coun Harris repeated 
that he felt that the town 
council should be kept 
better informed, even if it 
was in the form of a pri¬ 
vate briefing. He insist¬ 
ed: “We get no feed¬ 
back.” 

Coun Geoff Cox was 
asked if he wanted to 
comment on what had 
been said, and replied 
that, as he had not been 
present, he could not. 

There was still time 
for one sharp exchange, 
which took place when 
Coun Marian Arnold said 
that councillors should 
be kept informed “as a 
common courtesy”. 

Coun Geoff Cox took 
exception to this and 
said: “I object to that 
remark and ask Coun 
Arnold to withdraw it.” 


Coun Arnold refused 
to do so. 

Shortly after this, a 
vote was taken and the 
motion that the Vale 
Council should improve 
communications was 
carried overwhelmingly. 

The GEM approached 
Coun Geoff Cox after the 
event and asked if he 
wished to comment, and 
he issued the following 
statement: 

“The town council’s 
finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee, meet¬ 
ing on July 5, discussed a 
communication from the 
Vale Council, which was 
an additional item that 
was not on the published 
agenda. 

“It is unfortunate that 
I was not at that meeting, 
as I was only discharged 
that afternoon from a 
stay in hospital. 

“The minute of the 
meeting was referred to 
the town council meeting 
of July 20, to which I sent 
apologies for late 
arrival, as I had to attend 
a Vale Council meeting. I 
arrived almost at the end 
of the discussions of this 
item. 

“The GEM of June 23 
contained an item on the 
proposed use of the 


Cattle Market site, which 
prompted all these dis¬ 
cussions. 

“The Vale Council’s 
cabinet report on this 
issue followed standard 
practice in being placed 
on the council’s website 
on the Friday before the 
cabinet meeting. 

“This is the same time 
as cabinet members 
receive their papers for 
the meeting and other 
members of the council 
can read the documents 
on line. 

“What is obvious is 
that Cowbridge Town 
councillors did not look 
at the information which 
is on the Vale website to 
keep everyone aware of 
the Vale Council’s activi¬ 
ties. 

“As you are aware, 
the town council decided 
to write to the Vale about 
this matter. I, together 
with my fellow ward 
members, will respond in 
detail when that official 
letter is received from the 
town council. 

“The town council 
will, of course, be con¬ 
sulted formally before 
any planning application 
is considered by the Vale 
Council. ”

Asbestos: widow 
highlights danger 
of mesothelioma

A BARRY woman, 
whose husband 
died of an asbestos - 
related illness, is 
anxious to publicise 
awareness of it. 

Although, mesothe¬ 
lioma is a little known 
disease, it has devastat¬ 
ing consequences for 
both victims and carers, 
and Mrs Myrtle 
Lawrence, who lost her 
husband Larry to it ear¬ 
lier this year, told The 
GEM she wanted people 
to understand the symp¬ 
toms and how it could 
affect people. 

Larry, who served in 
the RAL for 32 years 
and lectured at Barry 
College for 10 years, 
died on March 31 at the 
age of 76. 

Over the years, he 
was a keen sportsman, 
active in the local com¬ 
munity and attended 
Porthkerry Methodist 
Church and Windsor 
Road Reformed Church. 

Mrs Lawrence said: 
“He was a very healthy 
man. The only time he 
had been in hospital was 
when he had been hit by 
a cricket ball. 

“He had his first 
symptom in April 2010, 
when he attended a din¬ 
ner for Barry Wanderers 


Cricket Club at Mount 
Sorrel. He became 
breathless, but thought it 
was due to the fact that 
he was wearing a heavy 
winter coat. 

“Larry was diagnosed 
with mesothelioma in 
August 2010. It is an 
aggressive cancer - 
quite horrendous. 

“He was a wonderful 
man. We had two sons, 
Duncan and Dwight, 
and three grandsons 
Morgan, Blake and 
Wesley. 

“This December 

would have been our 
50th wedding anniver¬ 
sary.” 

In his memory, Mrs 
Lawrence and the fami¬ 
ly have raised £1,450 
for Mesothelioma UK. 

Mrs Lawrence 

explained: “The experi¬ 
ence I had as a carer of a 
person affected by this 
asbestos-related disease 
has led me to want to 
raise awareness of it. 

“The disease affects 
the mesothelium, this is 
a thin membrane that 
lines the inner surface of 
the chest where it is 
known as the ‘pleura’, 
the abdomen where it is 
known as the ‘peri¬ 


toneum’, and the heart 
where it is known as the 
‘pericardium’. Very 
occasionally, it can 
affect the testicles. 

“Asbestos dust or air¬ 
borne fibres can cause 
harm when inhaled or 
ingested. They can 
reach the smallest area 
of the lung where they 
cannot be breathed out 
or coughed up. 

“It causes individuals 
to experience shortness 
of breath, loss of 
appetite, weight loss, 
fatigue and lethargy.” 

Mrs Lawrence point¬ 
ed out that people in cer¬ 
tain professions are 
more likely to have been 
exposed to asbestos than 
others - teachers, nurs¬ 
es, factory workers, 
mechanics, dock work¬ 
ers, construction work¬ 
ers, plumbers, gas fit¬ 
ters, painters and deco¬ 
rators, welders, and lab¬ 
oratory and research 
workers. 

In the United 
Kingdom, 2,400 people 
a year die of the disease. 

Mrs Lawrence point¬ 
ed out that the ‘latency 
period’, the length of 
time it takes for symp¬ 
toms to appear, is gener¬ 


ally around 15 to 45 
years. 

She said that hospi¬ 
tals, hospices and nurs¬ 
ing services have a huge 
role in supporting peo¬ 
ple at the most difficult 
time in their lives. 

She emphasised: 
“That support network 
for victims and carers is 
very important in help¬ 
ing people when they 
are at their most help¬ 
less. 

“It can provide the 
necessary information 
which will prepare them 
for what will happen in 
the future.” 

The majority of peo¬ 
ple who have been in 
contact with asbestos 
dust do not suffer ill 
health as a result. 

However, if a person 
believes they may have 
been exposed to risk and 
has symptoms, they 
should contact their GR 

“If somebody is diag¬ 
nosed early, it gives 
them and any carers 
time to prepare for any 
changes they will face,” 
Mrs Lawrence added.

A FTER reading 
your report 
‘Nigel heads 
off to police Afghan 
capital ’, I have to say 
I was flabbergasted 
at the apparent sim¬ 
plicity of the man 
heading off to hold 
what seems to be a 
fairly important 
role, in a country 
where we have been 
involved in a war for 
nearly 10 years. 

The tone of the article 
gave the impression it 
was rather wonderful to 
have “one of our own” 
from the Vale going to 
help “keep Afghan peo¬ 
ple safe”. 

Obviously, this does 
not refer to the men, 
women and children 
who have been victims 
of white phosphorus 
attacks, endless bomb¬ 
ing, imprecise drone 
attacks, dawn raids and 
disease through want. 

To many Afghans 
who have suffered hor¬ 
rific losses over the past 
10 years, unfortunately 
he may well be per¬ 
ceived as one of the ‘bad 
guys’ and there is no 
goodwill in the world 
that can change that.

Helping people who are 
homeless and in housing need will 
become more acute, with the impact 
of the UK Government’s housing 
benefit and spending cuts.” 
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Persimmon Homes 
is to challenge Vale 
Council over White 
Farm housing plan 


PERSIMMON 
HOMES has sig¬ 
nalled its intent to 
legally fight the Vale 
Council - after a 
committee rejected 
the housebuilder’s 
plans to build 177 
houses at White 
Farm in Barry. 

Last month, both 
county and town council¬ 
lors hailed the rejection 
of the proposed develop¬ 
ment at the local beauty 
spot by the borough’s 
planning committee as a 
‘victory for local democ¬ 
racy’ . 

The vote was tight - 7 
for the application, 8 
against. 

Originally, planning 
officers had recommend¬ 
ed approval, but 
Persimmon understands 
that a report which will 
be put before planning 
committee members on 
July 28 will recommend 
refusal on the grounds of 
“overly intensive use of 
land”. 

Commenting on the 
decision. Persimmon 
Homes East Wales man¬ 
aging director Steve 
Williams described the 
recommendation as 
“bizarre”. 

Mr Williams argued:

“Their own planning 
report points out that our 
development has a con¬ 
siderably lower density 
than The Pastures devel¬ 
opment next door! 

“We will appeal this 
decision to the Planning 
Inspectorate and, if suc¬ 
cessful, will seek costs 
from the council. 

“It’s extraordinary that 
a small group of council¬ 
lors are willing to gamble 
tens of thousands of 
pounds on defending an 
appeal on a reserved mat¬ 
ters application for which 
there are no substantive 
reasons for refusal.” 

The company told The 
GEM that it had sought 
legal opinion on the deci¬ 
sion from one of the 
UK’s leading planning 
barristers. 

The company said that 
in her report, Morag Ellis 
QC, concluded that the 
Vale Council’s decision 
to refuse the application 
is “unlawful and unrea¬ 
sonable” because it 
attempts to re-open mat¬ 
ters of principle which 
have already been dealt 
with. 

She also says that 
councillors have “failed 


to take account of profes¬ 
sional advice with regard 
to this” and there is no 
evidence from planning, 
highways and drainage 
officers as well as statu¬ 
tory consultees to justify 
the refusal. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said that if 
reasons for refusal were 
forthcoming, the council 
accepted it might be 
challenged legally. 

Marcus Goldsworthy, 
operational manager, 
planning and transporta¬ 
tion services, said: 
“Currently, no decision 
has been made in respect 
of the planning applica¬ 
tion, although the com¬ 
mittee did resolve to 
refuse it subject to rea¬ 
sons for refusal being 
suggested to the next 
planning committee on 
July 28. 

“A report outlining a 
suggested reason for 
refusal will be presented 
to that meeting, and until 
a formal decision is made 
and issued by the coun¬ 
cil, no appeal can be 
lodged with the planning 
inspectorate of the Welsh 
Government. 

“The developers do, of 
course, have a right to 
appeal against any deci¬ 
sion to refuse the appli¬ 
cation when it is made.” 


Art for autism awards 


A NATIONAL art competition, 
‘Create! Art for Autism ’ held a 
BAFTA-style awards ceremony 
for 18 finalists at Beechwood 
College in the Vale last Sunday. 

The competition, sponsored and 
developed by Beechwood College, 
Wales’first specialised college for stu¬ 
dents with Autistic Spectrum condi¬ 
tions and Asperger’s Syndrome, was 
held to challenge the myth that people 
with autism lack both imagination and 
creativity. 

Open to students aged 11-20 across 
Wales and England, the competition 
generated more than 350 entries in 
three categories, 2D, 3D and digital 
media. 

In addition, there was a teachers’ 
award for the finalist who received the 


most votes from teachers in an online 
poll. 

The judges included Hugh Morgan, 
chief executive of Autism Cymru, 
Wales’ national charity for autism, an 
advisor to the Welsh Government on 
ASD, Lucinda Bredin, editor at The 
London Magazine, as well as arts edi¬ 
tor at The Week and founding editor 
at Bonhams magazine, and Brendan 
Stuart Burns, winner of the National 
Eisteddfod gold medal in fine art on 
two occasions, and twice Welsh Artist 
of the Year. 

The 18 finalists’ work will go on 
show in Cardiff’s Old Library in The 
Hayes (July 25 to August 7) and will 
transfer to London in the late autumn.

DRIVER’S ‘HEROIC ACTION 
SAVED TWO MEN’S LIVES 


A HEROIC articu¬ 
lated lorry driver 
died when he self¬ 
lessly swerved off 
the M4 near 
Bridgend so as not 
to collide with a 
van, which had gone 
out of control and 
veered on its side 
into his path. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Martin Casey 
(44), the driver of the 
van, of Waungron, 
Bettws, Bridgend, plead¬ 
ed guilty to causing the 
death of Stephen Jones 
by careless driving. 

The owner of the van, 
shopkeeper Masood 
Anwar, of Brecon Way, 
Bridgend, admitted aid¬ 
ing and abetting that 
offence. Each was jailed 
for one year and disqual¬ 
ified from driving for 18 
months. 

The van, said prosecu¬ 
tor Peter Davies, went 
out of control when it 
was 275 per cent over¬ 
loaded. 

Mr Davies said that 
about 9.50am on April 
23, Mr Jones, a married 
man from Kent, was 
driving his 38-ton Volvo 
vehicle west on the M4 
between junction 34 and 
junction 35. 

He was carrying a 
consignment of food 
from Kent to Bridgend. 

The white Ford transit 
van being driven by 
Casey and containing 
Anwar, was going in the 
same direction. 

Anwar, said Mr 
Davies, owned grocery 
shops and Casey was an 
employee. They had 
bought a considerable 
amount of stock in 
Cardiff. The Volvo lorry 
was travelling at about 
50mph in the slow lane. 

Suddenly, the lorry 
turned left across the 
hard shoulder and 
descended a steep 
embankment. 


The white van, said 
Mr Davies, had gone out 
of control and had been 
on its side in the path of 
the Volvo. 

“Mr Jones, aged 51, 
had been faced with a 
dilemma, and selflessly 
he took evasive action. 

“The van had been 
travelling at a speed of up 
to 68mph. 

“It went out of control 
because it was grossly 
overladen,” said Mr 
Davies. 

One of the effects was 
to compress the vehicle’s 
suspension. 

Witnesses had seen Mr 
Jones observing proper 
lane discipline and driv¬ 
ing at an appropriate 
speed. 

The van was about to 
overtake him in lane two, 
but it began to weave 
from side to side, had a 
glancing collision with 
the lorry, went out of 
control into lane three, 


then went into a “critical 
yaw” and toppled over in 
front of the Volvo. 

When it went down 
the embankment, the 
Volvo hit a tree. The 
defendants suffered only 
minor injuries. 

Alex Greenwood, for 
Casey, said: “This was a 
tragic sequence of events 
which stemmed from the 
van being overloaded.” 

He said a rear tyre had 
been repaired in the past 
and could have blown 
out, contributing to the 
loss of control. 

“Sadly, he made a mis¬ 
take, a serious criminal 
mistake. No day passes 
without him dwelling on 
the consequences, and he 
offers sincere apologies.” 

Alan Fuller, for 
Anwar, claimed there 
was good reason for the 
sentence to be suspend¬ 
ed. 

“The word tragedy 
applies in this case on 


many levels. Anwar’s 
community cannot speak 
more highly of him. His 
life will never be the 
same and he is scarred by 
what happened. 

“It was not a case of 
deliberately overloading 
for commercial benefit. 
He is not a risk-taker and 
he is spoken of in 
superlatives.” 

Judge Niclas Parry 
said: “This was a tragedy 
involving three decent 
men, all hard-working 
and highly regarded and 
devoted to their fami¬ 
lies.” 

He said the pair made 
a joint decision to take 
onto a public road a 
grossly overloaded vehi¬ 
cle and the effect must 
have been visibly obvi¬ 
ous. 

He added that no sen¬ 
tence he passed could 
reflect the magnitude of 
the loss of Mr Jones’ 
family.

Cars 2 lacks 
horsepower! 


F OR a power¬ 
house studio 
like Pixar, 
whose every film 
release is hailed as 
the finest example 
of animation yet, 
the middling critical 
reception afforded 
Cars was something 
of a surprise. 

The black sheep of 
the studio, it seemed 
unlikely that we would 
be following the charac¬ 
ters on their adventures 
in the same way we have 
Woody and Buzz; how¬ 
ever, five years after that 
film, Cars 2 now finds 
itself on the big screen. 

This time around, 
Lightning McQueen 
(Owen Wilson) takes 
Mater (Larry The Cable 
Guy) around the world 
with him as he competes 
in a global grand prix 
event. 

However, when Mater 
is mistaken as an opera¬ 
tive with sensitive infor¬ 
mation by British agent 
Finn McMissile 
(Michael Caine), he 
finds himself caught in a 
whole new world of 
espionage... 

Despite its less than 
prestigious standing 
within Pixar, Cars was a 
film that likely warrant¬ 
ed a second outing when 
taken in the context of 
the money it would have 
made from lunchboxes, 
figures and such. 

It appears that is why 
Cars 2 rolled off the 
assembly line, as while 
it is a baby of studio 
head honcho John 
Lasseter, the finished 
product is inoffensive 
but far below the stan¬ 
dards one expects from 
Pixar. 

One thing it does have 
in common with the best 
of the studio’s output, is 
that it looks absolutely 
gorgeous, this car-centric 
world wonderfully 
realised and dripping 
with clever nods and ref¬ 
erences and the use of 
3D only amplifies this. 

With Lasseter on co¬ 
direction duties with 
Brad Lewis, scope is 
aimed for but, sadly, 
with a story that is pre¬ 
dictable and unengaging, 
there is little else they 
can do but concentrate 
on blinding us with their 
visual skills. 

The script neatly riffs 
on the world of James 
Bond with its global 
espionage high-jinks, but 
while it may satisfy 
younger audiences, there 
is very little for the adult 
portion of the crowd to 
latch onto, the usual 
trick of managing to 
appeal across the board 
lacking here. 

Also, while amusing 
in fits and starts, the 
character of Mater is far 
too annoying and sim¬ 
plistic to lead the film, 
with Larry The Cable 
Guy’s delivery soon

grating. 

With an ill-suited lead 
character, the rest of the 
film falls away, 
McQueen sidelined (as 
is Owen Wilson’s lacon¬ 
ic delivery) and Michael 
Caine sounding ever so 
slightly disinterested as 
the suave McMissile. 
Only John Turturro, 
hamming it up as Italian 
racing car Francesco, 
and Emily Mortimer’s 
Holly Shiftwell are are 
of any note. 


Coming off the back 
of the first film, you 
would hardly be expect¬ 
ing a massive change in 
direction, particularly 
given Lasseter’s hands- 
on approach here, and 
though the storyline at 
least moves it into a dif¬ 
ferent genre from the 
fish-out-of-water of the 
first film, there is still 
not enough on display to 
really resonate. 

While Pixar can make 
cooking rats and dream 
monsters hugely palat¬ 
able, they seem to have 
difficulties with our 
four-wheeled friends - 
the end result being that 
Cars 2 is neither the 
Lamborghini or the 
Skoda of the animation 
world, rather the Ford 
Fiesta; functional, pleas¬ 
ing yet lacking in style 
or flair. 

VERDICT: A mis¬ 
step for the usually flaw¬ 
less Pixar, Cars 2 drives 
well enough, but never 
really hits top gear. 
Looking beautiful, and 
using 3D as it should be 
used, you can’t argue 
with the glossy visuals, 
but a poor story, and a 
dull vocal cast, mean 
this vehicle just about 
passes its MoT.

Morgannwg University 
Health Board has agreed 
to pay damages over the 
incident after accepting 
she should have been 
delivered earlier.

injuries which, accord¬ 
ing to the Health Board, 
had already occurred by 
the time Sophie should 
have been born. 

Commenting on the 
outcome, Lynne Clarke,

Tiffin Rasoi an 
example of ‘home 
dining’ market 


HE hectic 
pace of life 
and the fact 
that people are 
working longer 
hours, often means 
they don’t want to 
cook when they 
arrive home in the 
evening and would 
like an alternative 
gourmet experi¬ 
ence. 

Step forward, restau¬ 
rant quality food in a 
takeaway format. 

In years gone by, the 
idea of a takeaway was 
either fish and chips or a 
basic curry, with nothing 


wildly exciting. 

However, Tiffin Rasoi 
at 37 Holton Road, 

Barry aims to give you 
an authentic Indian din¬ 
ing experience at home. 

The range of starters 
and main courses on 
offer is vast, and they 
use natural ingredients 
which are all freshly pre¬ 
pared. 

My wife had returned 
from a long business trip 
one evening and it 
seemed the ideal time to 
try Tiffin Rasoi. 

Starters range from 
£1.75 to £5.50 and 
there’s a huge choice, 
such as chilli paneer, 
kolkata wraps and sheek 
kebab. My wife plumped 


for the mixed tandoori 
which was a delicious 
assortment of sheek 
kebab, chicken and lamb 
tikka marinated in herbs 
and spices and cooked in 
the tandoor. 

She really enjoyed the 
variety: the meat was 
succulent and full of 
flavour. 

I opted for the tiffin 
platter, a chef’s special, 
which was an assortment 
of appetisers - chicken 
pakora, sheek kebab, 
onion bhaji and samosas. 
It was a fine assortment 
of flavours and spices, 
and an ideal start prior to 
the main course. 

For that main course, 
my wife decided to have 
murgh masala, which is 
chicken tikka cooked 
with minced lamb in a 
rich sauce, garnished 
with egg and coriander, 
which she thoroughly 
enjoyed 

As I’m a lover of 
seafood, I opted for the 
meen moiley, marinated 
and grilled king prawns 
in a rich coconut sauce 
spiced with chilli. 

The prawns were 
cooked to perfection and 
the sauce really tingled 
the taste buds. 

My wife’s course was 
£6.50, mine was £8.50. 
The main courses range 
from £3.95 for a veg¬ 
etable curry to £8.95 for 
the more exotic dishes. 

To accompany the 
curry, we had a selection 
of rices and side dishes 
of tarka daal (lentils and 
garlic, a favourite of my 
wife) khumb palak 
(mushrooms and 
spinach) along with 
papadoms, and home 
made raitha with a 
coconut chutey. The side 
dishes and extras only 
came to an extra £6.75 - 
well worth what they 
added to the main dish¬ 
es. 

Tiffin Rasoi also do a 
great range of healthy 
drinks such as freshly 
squeezed orange juice, 
healthy shakes made 
with 98 per cent fat free 
yoghurt and fruit 
smoothies. The smooth¬ 
ies are £2.50 each. 

In total, the meal, a 
veritable feast, cost 
around £30; however, 
something less extrava¬ 
gant such as two main 
courses, a plain rice and 
pulao rice and a couple 
of papadoms, would 
come out at £15.75. 

This dining experi¬ 
ence at home is proof 
that the home-delivered 
market is far more 
sophisticated and full of 
choice than in my youth. 
People in Barry rave 
about the Tiffin Rasoi. 
Now I know why.

A 17-month cam¬ 
paign by the Vale 
Assembly Member, 
Jane Hutt, and local 
driving instructors 
to have tests avail¬ 
able for learners in 
the Vale has borne 
fruit.

Test Centre closed in 
2010 to the frustration of 
instructors and drivers 
who were forced to go 
into Cardiff, leading to a 
longer waiting times and 
loss of business. 

Over the past two 
years, the Vale’s 
Assembly Member and 
driving instructors have 
pressed the Driving 
Standards Agency and 
the Minister for conces¬ 


sions over the decision to 
take away tests from the 
town. 

Now Barry has been 
chosen for a pilot scheme 
which will provide driv¬ 
ing tests from venues 
such as local authority 
buildings or leisure cen¬ 
tres. 

Ms Hutt said: “This is 
excellent news for Barry. 
I have been monitoring 
the impact of the closure 
of the Barry Driving Test 
Centre with driving 
instructors and learners. 

“With evidence of loss 
of business and higher 
costs, this news will be 
widely welcomed. We 
must make sure this pilot 
turns into a long term 
arrangement.”

Sara, 21, from 
Bonvilston, added:“My 
taid was a true gentle¬ 
man and was loved 
enormously.

While the back nine is outstanding, the front nine 
is a very interesting, well bunkered, excellent test 
of golf. The par threes appear innocuous when 
viewed from the tees, but are well protected by sur¬ 
rounding bunkers and sloping fast greens. 

Pyle and Kenfig Golf Club has twice co-hosted 
the British Amateur Championship with our neigh¬ 
bours at Royal Porthcawl GC. 

During 2006, Pyle and Kenfig Golf Club hosted 
the Men’s Home Internationals featuring all the top 
amateurs from Wales, Scotland, Ireland and 
England including Ireland’s Rory Mcllroy, who is 
now a golfing superstar.

YOU ALWAYS REMEMBER 
YOUR FIRST.... 


PHILIP IRWIN of The GEM moved to 
Porthcawl at the age of 10 and joined Pyle 
and Kenfig Golf Club. Now, 48 years later, 
he finds that some memories never fade. 

I can’t claim that P&K was my first course. I 
had played a couple of times at St Mellons in 
Cardiff, but it was on the seaside links here in 
Porthcawl that the game grabbed me by the throat 
and refused to let go. 

Every stage of my golfing progress was marked 
out on its fairways, greens and bunkers, and look¬ 
ing back, it’s hard not to get emotional about it all. 

In school holidays, my father would drop me at 
the club on his way to work at around 8am, and my 
mother would send him up as it neared dusk, to 
find me still playing or practicing. 

I went from a small boy whose main ambition 
was to hit the ball far enough to make the first fair¬ 
way, to a youth who had enough success to con¬ 
vince himself he was going places, to a 17-year-old 
who finally realised that there were so many other 
players who were so much more talented. (In my 
case, it was courtesy of Sam Torrance, but that’s 
another story). 

So, although my memories of playing golf are a 
little on the bitter-sweet side, it tells you a lot about 
P&K that when I think of the golf course, I am 
still totally smitten. 

How can you not love a course that changes so 
much from day to day? Take a hole like the par 
three 12th. 

You can stand facing the teeth of a gale, wonder¬ 
ing if a driver will clear the front bunker (if you 
can keep it low and straight). Come back two days 
later, with a tail wind this time, and you are won¬ 
dering if you can hold the green with a seven iron! 

Take the 13th as another example. It is geometri¬ 
cally an exact 90 degree dog leg par four. Play 
safe, perhaps with a three iron, and you face a dif¬ 
ficult shot of about 160 yards to a pin that is fre¬ 
quently tucked behind a sand dune. 

The temptation, therefore, is to cut the corner by 
clearing one of P & K’s biggest sand dunes. Get it 
right and you land on the downslope and run down 
to the fairway, leaving a short pitch. 

Get it wrong and you will find yourself trapped 
on, behind, or at the foot of that same sand dune. 

I can remember a time when the first thing I 
would check when I arrived at the course was the 
wind direction, because if it was dead right, then 
my friends and I would go for the green, which 
meant carrying the ball over two huge dunes and 
two valleys, and then hoping for the right bounce. 

It was the Holy Grail. 

Outsiders used to say (they probably still do) 
that the front nine was not as good as the back, but 
they always overlooked its subtleties. Birdies are 
not easy to come by, and it is just as easy to run up 
a six or a seven.

As with many holes on the course, you were 
constantly being presented with choices. On the par 
four third, if you could nail a drive down the right 
hand side, then the ball would kick on 60 yards or 
so, getting you close to the green. 

An equally good drive down the left, in contrast, 
would land softly on an upslope, leaving a much 
longer second shot into a narrow, well-bunkered 
green. 

Get past the third and you face one of the most 
testing par threes I know. The fourth doesn’t need 
to be long, surrounded as it is by four bunkers that 
force you to fly the ball all the way to the green. 

Don’t go through the back though, because the 
ball will run and run down away from the hole, and 
only the very best can manage to chip back from 
there. 

I could go on (and on), but I will end by point¬ 
ing to the 11th, one of the best par fives around, 
where every golfer has 
to make a choice. 

A cavernous bunker 
lies around 30 yards 
short and you have to 
decide if you can carry 
it. Lor the top players, 
they will be considering 
that as they stand over 
their second shot. The 
more average golfers 
have to make that choice 
with their third. 

Are you feeling 
lucky? Well, a firm low 
shot pitching 10 yards 
short of that cross 
bunker has a good 
chance of bouncing over. 

It’s all a question of risk 
and reward. 

When I moved away, 

I joined Cardiff Golf 
Club. A terrific parkland 
course, but so many 
holes could only be 
played one way. 

Did I find myself 
wondering whether to 
pitch the green, or use 
the contours of the land 
by landing the ball 30 
yards short? 

Hardly ever. Lor that 
sort of challenge, you 
need to embrace a seaside 
gem like P&K!

customers. I seek the 
assistance of five house¬ 
holds who are struggling 
with the new services 
and feel they cannot 
manage with a fortnight¬ 
ly residual waste collec¬ 
tion service. 

If any of your readers 
would like to write to 
me at our Alps Offices, 
Wenvoe, CF5 6AA, I 
will accept the first five 
letters received for a 
controlled household 
waste trial. During this 
trial we will separately 
collect all household 
wastes and my waste 
awareness officers will 
analyse the contents to 
establish if, after correct¬ 
ly using all our recycling 
and composting services, 
they still cannot effi¬ 
ciently manage with a 
fortnightly black bag 
collection service. 

This work will 
involve examining the 
contents of each black 
bag before collection to 
note the amount of mate¬ 
rial within the bag that 
could be recycled using 
our existing kerbside 
services. 

Without providing 
any personal details of 
the households taking 
part, I would also be 
happy to publish the 
results of our trial in a 


1 FIND it very 
frustrating that 
people like Mr 
Ware (The GEM 
last week) moan at 
the council to re¬ 
instate weekly bin 
collections, when all 
they want to do is 
to carry on with 
their own old 
habits. 

He states that he has 
five bin bags on his 
patio, which have been 
accumulating over nine 
days. I would like to 
challenge him to start 
making proper use of the 
council’s recycling serv¬ 
ice and see his bin pile 
shrink to about three 
bins a fortnight. 

Containers such as tin 
cans, plastic trays and 
other materials contami¬ 
nated with stale food 
that he writes of, should 
be rinsed out immediate¬ 
ly after use, before the 
food residue dries. 

In September, the 
council will make the 
recycling process a lot 
easier. 

I just hope that the 
supplied sacks will be 
see-through, as a whole 
vehicle load of recycling 
can be contaminated if 


further edition of your 
newspaper. I would be 
particularly interested to 
hear from any of the 
writers of recently pub¬ 
lished letters who have 
detailed their concerns 
with our current waste 
and recycling collection 
arrangements. 

Could I conclude by 
advising readers of a 
forthcoming change to 
our dry recycling service 
that will see the intro¬ 
duction of mixed dry 
recycling on a weekly 
basis. This should hope¬ 
fully assist any residents 
who are struggling with 
the current arrange¬ 
ments. 

Could I also thank 
your readers for their 
acceptance, in the most 
part, of the recent signif¬ 
icant changes to our 
black bag collection 
arrangements. 

Every week, the 
amount of food waste 
we collect increases and 
this is a testament to the 
large numbers of resi¬ 
dents who are taking 
part in the new kitchen 
waste collection arrange¬ 
ments.

sacks as ‘free bin bags’ 
and put in items such as 
nappies or ashtray con¬ 
tents. 

With regards to Mr 
Ware’s problem with 
smelly cat litter, I sug¬ 
gest that he scoops it up 
and knots it into the free 
dog poop bags from the 
council, or picks up a 
pack of 100 nappy sacks 
from Tesco for 19p. 

If the people of Barry 
start making proper use 
of all the recycling serv¬ 
ices provided, including 
the kitchen waste collec¬ 
tion, we won’t have 
seagulls and other ani¬ 
mals ripping the binbags 
open and spilling the 
contents all over our 
streets, or unpleasant 
smells, or huge fines for 
not meeting European 
landfill reduction targets. 

The last thing I’d like 
to mention is the coun¬ 
cil’s free kerbside collec¬ 
tion service for unwant¬ 
ed bulky items such as 
furniture, carpets and 
appliances.

Councillor GrofT Cox. Cabinet Member for Visible and Building Services outlines reasons for moving to a 
co-mingled recycling collections service: 

The move io a co-mlngled (or mixed) kerbside recycling service Is a business dedston The basis lor che change is improved 
service efficiency, reaching recycling level targets and smpfifying matters for you as a resident The need for this change s supported 
by research on our procedures, inducing an Independent study carried out In partnership with the Welsh Government (WG). 

All dry materials cur randy coBtcud paper, glass cans cardboard and plastics will now be picked up kerbside from ovary homo ovary 
week By being able to mix your recycling it wdl make it easier for you to participate in what is already a we* supported service. 
What's more, there may In che future be the potential to add further materials such as textiles and cartons to what you can 
currently recycle 

The survey commissioned revealed that the best way forward for the Vale of Glamorgan ts to adopt a weekly co-mmgied recycling service. Lie any 
forward thinking commercial organisation we will monitor future developments and be folly prepared to make changes if it is strategically proven to be the 
best option 

It is important that we recognise continuing to bndf* our waste items is no forger a sustainable option. W? must focus on reducing reusing and recyding 
our waste as much as possible Mot only are we tasked with achieving targets and reducing waste management cosxs but we must be mindful of avoiding 
hefty fines if too much material Is sent to landfill, inevitably some items cannot be reused, repaired, fold or be donated to family, friends or charities but we 
would urge you to think of land-filing rtems as a last resort. 

In 2009/10 landfill tax was £40 per tonne.Thus year It has increased to £46 per tonne and wll increase by £8 per tome per year until 2014/15 when thts 
will be £80 per tonne. When you consider that some of the Council’s vehicles tip up to 11 tonnes of waste per wait this costs residents of the Vale £528 
per vehicle to dispose of waste. By 2014 the same lorry foil of waste wfl cost £880. This is a further reason to arvovd sending our black bags to landfill and 
to pursue ocher solutions such as necyctht 

Finely I would Ike to offer my thinks to everyone who participates so enthusiasocafiy in recyding We heir of great inspirational stories; please keep up 
the good work. Our Waste Management and GeansYgTeam work hard to maximise our necycfcng and continue to welcome any queries or comments 
chat you may have.

Miles Punter, Head of Visible Services fcs keen to 
emphasise the business case for moving to 
co-mmgfed recycling. 

As over I wane to drive my teams’ performance to be 
one of the best in Wales. We have been feadng the 
way before, but It Is tme once again to fully focus on 
drtar>g our recycling rates to heed the 5e*d in Wales 

The Wdsh Government (WG) has set ambitious 
targets for reuse/recycling/compos trig for municipal 
waste In the short term by 201 V 13 hi Welsh Local Authorities must attain 
52%. whilst longer term by 2024/25 we must strive to achieve a 70% target. 



From March 2011 al Vale residents can recycle chcfr kitchen waste, this 
September al residents wN have a co-mr^fed dry recycling service and we 
have further business plans to make a significant impact on our recycling 
fgurcs beyond this, for example. Introducing vxenove schemes and Initiative* 
that educate and raise awareness. Early indications show introducing kitchen 
waste recycling Vale wide has certainly impacted, with first results belpng to 
contribute to a 40% current ffctre for necycing in 2011 

Clearly we only have two years to further improve on this by an additioml 
12%, to meet our next target.The move to co-mingled collections represents 
Oix bast opportunity of reaching this target >n the dm# available In addition 
the efficiency of the new collection arran g emen ts , the use of ‘compaction' 
collection vehicles and the current high market value for recycled materials 
means that the service change wN reduce our operating costs by up to 
£500k per annum. 


We know most of you arc passionate about environmental issues, but we 
must al endeavour to recycle more, with greater frequency. Our web 
survey published in 2010 indicated that 76% of 575 respondents would 
prefer to move to a co-mlngted service to Increase capture of necycWig 
material: we are sure the majority of you wd support our business decision, 
given tho evidence. 

As a Council we will continue to work in dose collaboration with the WG 
to ensure otr longer term collection policies wfl meet WG‘s sustainability 
objectives and waste strategy. Further reviews will be necessary over 
forthcoming years to ensLrc che Council continues to provide the best 
economically sustainable recycling sendee. As this will include monitohrg the 
various world markets for recyclate. this could mean certain recycling 
elements may have to be collected separately In the future 


Operational Manager for Waste 
Management 6 Cleansing at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council answers some FAQs on 
co-mlngUd recycling. 

Now do you know co-mingling will work? 

Evidence from other Local Authorities show 
co-mingjing should impact positively on recycing 
rates. In a recent survey all 26 of the cop 30 
Count** in England and Wales operated such 
schemes. We also know from a recent survey 
conducted by Hydor Consulting UK ltd that 76% of residents currently 
participate in ocr recycling service.This indicates that most of you bekeve 
in recycing but it is the amount of recydablc matcrai that wc need to 
improve upon. Hopefully a weekly commingled collection service wN make 
it even easier for more of you to recycle, more easily and more often. 

Is there anything we can do to prevent contamination? 

As a resident, you have a week to sort through items but the sorting 
facility has |ust a few seconds to separate items passing on a conveyer 
belt We need to make it as easy as possible lor them and avoid 
contaminating what is collected. So we wfl be providing a guide about 
your now co-mingled service to help you use our new service effectively. 

What other recycling should I be doing? 

Landfil sites release methane when biodegradable waste such as food, 
garden waste and paper is buned. k is therefore vnportant that you as Vale 
residents continue to use our food and garden waste service* end piece 
paper in the weekly dry co-mingled collection services. Contact us to find 
out more. 

How might co-vningfing affect other areas of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council's recycling service? 

This wfl not affect our Civk Amenity Centres at Llandow. Sully or the 
soorwco-be-opcnod Atlantic Trading Estate site. However, If results are 
impressive and higher recycling rate* are recorded from kerbside 
collections, it may be possible to dose some of the Vale's bnng banks.
